FIRST STEP TAEEN. 
“REE STATE COMMISSIONER 


APPOINTED. 


The President said that in reply to the 
deputy’s question he wished to state that the 
Government was of the opinion that the op- 
portune moment had arrived to give effect to 
the remaining provisions of Article 12 of -the 
Treaty. He had, therefore, to announce that 
the Government had taken the first step in 
that direction. 

After very long and mature consideration 
thev had chosen Dr, Eoin MacNeill, Minister. 
for Education, as the best person to represent 
the Saorstat as- their nominee on the 
Boundary Commission. Dr. Eoin MacNeill 
had. he was happy to say, with great public 
spirit and self-sacrifice, consented to act in 
this most responsible and arduous capacity, 
end His Majesty’s Government of Great ‘ 
Britain had been informed’ accordingly. 

POSITION REVIEWED. . 

It was fitting that at this juncture 
he should briefly re-state the position with 
regard to the North-Eastern question. It was 
very sintple and wery clear. Under the pro- 
visions of the Treaty the Parliament of 
Northern Ireland had the choice between two 
courses, The first was that Northern ‘Ireland 
should remain in the Free State, in which 
case it would maintain the powers conferred 
upon it by the Government of Ireland Act, 
1920, and also the area allotted to it under 
the Act, with their willing assent. 

Thus, in order to secure that much-desired 
unity, by the octahiahena 2 an ene wÁ 
Parliament, their plenipotentiaries were 
to leave very large powers in hands of the. 
Northern Parliament, and to leave under ite 
jurisdiction an area admittedly ber: á much 
larger than that to which it was ef ed on 
the basis of the wishes of the inhabitants. 

THE ARTICLE. 

Article 12 provided the second course open 
to the Northern Parliament. Let him remind 
deputies of the terms of that most important 
Article.

also desire to be Free State citizens. 

“The justice of revising the boundary in 
such a way as to meet the wishes of the 
maximum possible number of inhabitants, and 
to leave as few discontented citizens ar pos- 
sible on each side of the border, will, we be- 
lieve, be evident to all the world. 


EQUITABLE DIVISION. 


“As I said before, our plenipotentiaries 
were prepared, in the interests of unity, to 
leave the boundary of Northern Ireland as it 
stands.” But since the North-East has de- 
cided for the present against unity, there 
can be no justice in maintaining 
a boundary which runs so counter to the 
desires of large masses of people.

that peace and good-will are essential for all 

rts of the country. But we cannot possibly 
ignore the discontent and dissatisfaction of 
those supporters of the Free State in the 
North who are kept against their will and wish 
out of the jurisdiction of the State to which 
they desire to belong. 

“We believe that the removal, so far as is 
possible, of that reason for discontent is neces- 
sary in the interests of harmony,”’ concluded 
the President, ' and that a satisfactory settle- 
ment of this question is one means of creating 
a better feeling between the inhabitants of all 
parts of the country.

BRITISH SCHOONER RELEASED. 


BOSTON, Thursday. 

The British schooner Kaduskak, which was 
seized and detained here in connection with a 
charge of rum-running, sailed to-day with ‘its 
negro captain for St. Pierre et Miquelon, 
whither its cargo of 1,800 cases of whiskey 
and gin had been ‘consigned.

ition, under General Pershing, crossing the 

rder and gene ay & “dead or alive 
pursuit of Villa, which lasted mote than nine 
months and cost the United States Govern- 
ment, according to a War Department 
estimate, one hundred million dollars. 

Upon the American Army’s withdrawal 
from Mexico Villa renewed his depredation. 

Villa’s real name was Doreteo Orango. He 
was born. in 1868 of Peon parentage in. the 
little mining town of Las Nievas. Many 
stories have been told as'to how he’ became 
an outlaw; but the one most generally ac- 
cepted is that it was because he killed a 
captain in one of President Diaz's regiments. 
Diaz then placed a price on his head. It was 
at this time that he changed his name to 
Villa. He organised a band‘ ot outlaws, and 
became a terror to the rich landowners and 
mining men of Northern Chihuahua, robbing 
them, and sharing the’ spoils with his followers 
and the impoverished Peons. _ 

When Carranza revolted against Huerta in 
Coahuila, Villa re-entered Mexico to fight, for 
Carranza, and organised a campaign against 
the man who had imprisoned him. 

Peons flocked to his standard, and he is 
said to have gathered an army of 30,000 men. 
There came an estrangement between Villa 
and Carranza, and when the latter made his 
triumphal entry into Mexico: City, following 
the. retirement of Heurta, the bandit leader 
declared war upon the new President. 

On May 27th, 1920, three Federal forces 
started out to capture Villa, and the follow- 
ing July, as 80,000 men were closing im on 
him, he agreed to an armistice, and eur- 
rendered to General Eugenio Martinez at 
Sabinas, practically on his own terms.

RELIGIOUS ENVOYS AROUSE

Kerbela and Nijif, or Nejaf, are the two 
holy cities of Irak, and to the fact that they 
are under British administration, is traceable 
much of the anti-British agitation in that 
country. At Kerbela, which is regarded with 
special veneration by the Persian and Indian 
shi-ites, is situated the tomb of Hosain. The 
priests of Irak have been pursuing an anti- 
Arab policy for several months past, and the 
arrival of the ulema is a new development, fol- 
lowing the deportation by the Irak Govern- 
ment of the Sheik Mahdi al Khalisi, one of the 
principal trouble-makers, and hig sone. 


MARK SLUMP. 
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SERIOUS SITUATION IN THE 
RHINELAND.

COLOGNE, Friday. 

The further collapse of the mark is creating 
a serious situation in the Rhineland. — 

Owing to the closing of the frontier between 
occupied and unoccupied territory, and the 
French seizure of consignments of currency, 
it is now unable to obtain the necessary sup- 
plies of paper money to provide for the n 
of the province. 

To-day, with the mark wavering on the 
brink of 2,000,000 to the £, the note issue 
has failed, and at one time an English bank 
was unable to supply its customers with even 
the smallest amount in German currency, 

For about fourteen days a British bank in 
Cologne has been exchanging sterling. up to 
£1 limit, but only for military customers, and 
if the mark continues to depreciate even this 
amount may not be possible. 

The amount which is required by the mili- 
tary. authorities here may be gauged by the 
fact that the average private soldiers receive 
1,800,000 marks pay for one week. The Bri- 
tish Army on the Rhine numbers about: 8,000 
men, 500 officers, and a host of civilian em- 
ployés, who require, at a moderate estimate 
at the current -rate, something like 
20.000,000,000 paper marks ver week. 

BERLIN, Friday. 

“How much do you charge ?”’ an English 
lady lately asked a chiropodist here. “ Half 
a pound of butter,” replied the chiropodist, 
‘‘but as I do not carry butter about with me 
you can pay me at to-day’s market price. I 
mere! e the price of butter as the standard 
of value. Paper marks, without reference to 
their purchasing power, are no good,’’ he said. 

That is just what groups of Berlin office 
boys think, as they ostentatiously use. 100 
mark notes—pre-war German £5 notes—to 
light their tes. 

Russian conditions, say the Berliners, but 
really worse than Russian, because according 
to a Moscow telegram the pound sterling only 
buys 450 Soviet Russian roubles (the 1925 
variety), whereas even in Berlin, where an 
artificial rate of exchange prevails, a million 
marks are needed. 

There seems no reason why butter.should be 
so widely adopted here as a standard of value, 
for very few middle-class households new ever 
buy it. |

The first business 
of this new Assembly, in which Mustapha 
Kemal has secured an overwhelming and 
homogeneous majority by the simplest of 
electoral expedients—that of  force—will be 
to consider, and we hope to ratify; the Peace 
Treaty of Lausanne. , : 
- The strife over clauses and paragraphs is 
over. The best and the worst have been done 
by all parties. Nothing remains now but to 
shen and to ratify, and the new Turkey will 
be started upon her perplexing career. It 
is an astonishing moment. No one—least of 
all the Turks themselve Id have expected 
such a result from those fumbling and blunder- 
ing decisions by which the Ottoman Empire 
was plunged into the Great War, first of all 
to be thoroughly defeated, mainly by British 
arms, and later, through strange vacillations 
of history, to emerge in a new shape, with a 
greater measure. of formal independence than 
she has possessed for a century. 

The Turk has returned to his Asiatic camp, 
adds The Times, and in so doing he has com- 
pelled Western nations to r ise him and 
to conclude with him a peace that establishes 
an independent Turkish State, based, not on

LORD LANSDOWNE'S VIEWS. 


Ín “the course of a lengthy letter to The 
Times, Lord Lansdowne writes:—‘“‘I shall, 
unfortunately, be prevented from being in 
my place on Monday when Lord Midktons 
will call attention’ to the pledges given as 
regards land purchase and compensation bé- 
fore and after the Irish Treaty of 1921. In 
order that I may not seem indifferent to a 
cause which he has served so faithfully, I 
ask. your permission to offer one or two 
observations on the case which he will 
probably make. 

“Let me say at once that I do not propose 
to make any attack either upon His Majesty's 
Government or on that presided over by Mr. 
Cosgrave. His Majesty’s Government in- 
herited a situation of inconceivable difficulty, 
created for them by their predecessors. Mr. 
Cosgrave’s Government has shown ability 
and courage, but has been tremendously 
handicapped both by the condi- 
tion. imto which the country had 
been allowed to drift while it was denuded 
both of troops and police, and by the political 
pressure which they have to face with a 
general election in front of them. The source 
of most of the trouble is, I venture to think, 
to be found in the failure of Mr. Lloyd 
George’s Government—desiring, as they did, 
to bring about, at almost any price, some 
kind of accommodation with the Irish rebels— 
to face the facts, and to take the precautions 
which common prudence would have 
dictated.” 

After remarking that it has been left to the 
Irish Frep State to deal with land purchase, 
a legacy which, in fairness to all concerned, 
it should never. have been allowed to inherit, 
Lord Lansdowne proceeds :—‘' The terms of 
the bill now before the Irish Parliament fall 
far below the standard of. the Convention 
scheme, on which Mr. Lloyd George was 
ready to base his own. To the wealthier 
vendors they may seem tolerable, as the only 
way, out of a dangerous and odious position. 
For the owners of small, and particularly the 
owners of heavily-encumbered, estates thev 
spell ruin. Insolvency must be the fate of 
such vendors if they are not only to be con- 
tent with 15} years’ purchase, but to be paid 
in bonds unsaleable, except at a heavy | 
discount. 

“ With compensation for malicious injuries, 
it is impossible to deal -here,’’ adds his lord- 
ship, .‘‘ The new Act will, to a great extent, 
depend on the spirit in which it is adminis- 
tered, but it contains provisions which appear 
to be full of danger. Among these may be 
mentioned the onerous conditions insisted ‘on 
in regard to the reinstatement of buildings, 
the limitation of compensation to the actual 
injury done to the property, and the stipula- 
tion that in no case~may a sufferer receive 
more than £2,000 in cash. I still cling to the 
hope that the home in which I spent the 
happiest vears of my life may be allowed to 
rise from its ashes and give not less happiness 
to my successors; but there must be many 
cases in which it would be more than cruel 
to require the person whose house had been 
destroyed to reconstruct it in Ireland. 

“One more point,” writes Lord Lansdowne, 
in conclusion. “The spokesmen of this 
Government, following in this respect those 
of the Government which preceded them, 
have repeatedly assured Parliament ‘that, 
should there be a failure on the part of the 
Free State to deal adequately with those who 
now look to it for redress. His Majesty’s Go- 
vernment will see that justice is done. This 
pledge will, no doubt, be renewed and empha- 
sised. It seems to poiht to some kind of ap- 

al in cases where there are grounds for 

lieving that injustice has been done. Is it 
too much to hope that we shall be given some 
more precise idea of what is intended! I have 
always thought that a Commission—a Joint 
Commission, perhaps—might by agreement 
‘between the two 25 gee age set up for 
the purpose of dealing with cases, or classes 
of eae in which it seemed te His Majesty's 
Government that further investigation was re- 
quited in order to prevent: the infliction of a 
great wrong.

DESTROYED AREAS. 


ARRANGEMENT FOR HEARING 
OF CLAIMS. 


- Asked by Alderman Byrne; in the Dail yes- 
terday; if he would state when the claims of 
residents of the destroyed areas in Dublin 
would be heard, President: Cosgrave said that 
the . rule-making authority for the County 
Court Judges was at present engaged in draft- 
ing rules of Court under the Damage to Pro- 
perty (Compensation) Act.

Alderman Byrne repeated the question: 
Whether steps would be taken to remedy the 
injustice regarding the valuation. 

The President said that the matter was 
under consideration in his department, 
There were, he said, many elements which 
had to be taken into consideration. On the 
general question of revaluation, where pre- 
mises had been destroyed either during the 
period of the Anglo-Irish war or in operations 
that had taken place since tHe truce, he had 
made ‘arrangements to see the Commissioner 
of Vatuation to see how best matters could be 
dealt with. It was scarcely fair to ask them 
if they had considered every phase of the 
matter when it. was still under consideration. 


NEW BILLS. 

Leave to introduce two new bills was given 
to the President. 

The first was a Superannuation and Pensions 
Bill, which “is. to make provision for the 
superannuation .of and payment of pensions, 
allowances and gratuities to certain persons 
in the service of Saorstat Eireann, and#to 
amend the law relating to superannuation and 
the payment of pensions in the Saorstat. 

The bill, explained the President, made 
provision for the superannuation of civil 
servants employed in the old Dail, and 
pensions for wounds and deaths in respect cf 
members of the C.1.D. and the Civil Defence 
Force. 

The second bill was the Civil Service 
Regulation Bill; which is a measure to regu- 
late the appointment and service of persons 
in the civil establishments of the Govern- 
ment of the Saorstat, and to establish a body 
of Commissioners to inquire into and certifx 
the qualifications of persons proposed to be 
appointed to situations in such establishments, 
and for other purposes connected therewith. 

The bill provides for a Commission to con- 
trol appointments; the President said. The 
Government had undertaken to introduce « 
bill to a the Commission on a statutory 
basis. The present bill accordingly set up a 
body of Commissioners to control appoint- 
ments. A certificate of fitness would be neces- 
sary before anyone was given a position in 
the service. The Government had given care- 
ful consideration. to systems obtaining sn 
other countries, and they attached great im- 
portance to the whole question ; onl, in the 
interests of officient and impartial administra- 
tion, it was essential that the recruitment 
for the service should be from those whose 
fitness and character best suited them for the 
service of the State. 

It was intimated that the second stage of 
the bill would be taken on Wednesday next. 


EDUCATION. 


GRANT TO INTERMEDIATE 
TEACHERS: 


The House then resumed consideration of 
the estimates. A sum of £62,750 was asked 
for ‘to meet expenditure in respect of Inter- 
mediate Education, including the teachers’ 
salaries grant.. The President. mentioned that 
270,000 had already been voted on account. 

Professor Magennis, referring to the recent 
changes in the system, said that the House 
might remember that a great dea] of criticism 
had been published by way of complaint that 
the new development was about to sweep 
away examination. That was not so. Even 
if it were so, the reform would not altogether 
be wrong. He had always been an advocate 
of examination, and he said what he had said 
without the slightest fear of having incon- 
sistency imputed to him.

con— — ve examination in secondary educa- 
tio , te years. That did not mean that it 
Was SS pad. 
He had been an Intermediate pupil, an In- 
termediate examiner, and an Intermediate 
Commissioner, therefore he might claim to be 
able to say something about Irish Intermediate 
education at first hand. He had always been 
interested in secondary education, and he had 
no hesitation in saying—and it was no boast 
made in a spirit of national vanity, but a 
statement which would bear examination— 
that they had put up iu this country a very 
admirable supply of Intermediate exponents, 
and that they had laid the foundation there 
for higher education in Intermediate schools 
which was bound to be in succeeding years 
of the highest value.

A long list of bills had 
been put before the House yesterday, but na 
hint had been given of reforming the blot on 
their educational system. They would nos 
be Justified in passing this estimate. 

Mr. Gorey said that when some time agd 
he had objected to the estimate for primary 
educatjon, it was not that he objected ta 
spending money on education. What was in 
his mind was the inequitable distribution of 
the money. First-grade primary teachers 
had salaries with the capitation grant of be- 
tween £400 and £500 a year The secondary 
teachers did not get anything like that, of 
even reasonable diesen though they had « 
higher standard of cducation and higher 
qualifications, though they were capable of 
imparting a higher education, and did so. He 
appealed to the Minister for Education to 
devise some means by which the secondary 
teacher should be paid according to a 
standard of decency, and given fair play. As 
& public representative he said that it was 
the duty of the Government to do so. 

Professor Thrift said that he desired to get 


it was aiso his aim to get it at the very 
earliest moment. He did not want to 
minimise in the slightest the work of the 
primary teachers. The secondary teachers 
were working for money on which it was 
absolutely impossible to live. There was 
the efficiency of the schools to be considered. 
The grants to the secondary schools had been 
on the down grade rather than the up grade 
owing to the amount of the money available 
and the number of pupils attending the 
schools.

EFFICIENCY. 


The efficiency of the schools was the wider 
matter, and was a thing that could not be 
remedied without State aid. The schools 
had done. as. much as in them lay in the 
matter of raising fees, but the whole tendency 
of that was to prevent some of the best 
pupils from getting the advantage of 
secondary education. He wanted equality 
of opportunity all over the country to enable 
the pupil of the primary school to pass ta 
the secondary school, and, if possible, to the 
universities. That co-ordination could not 
be secured without State aid. 

He thought it very important that they 
should draw from the Minister a declaration 
that he would dea] with this question at the 
earliest possible moment. Very little 
technical instruction was given in their 
technical schools, whose time 
up in doing what was the work of secondary 
schools. Deputy O’Connell’s amendment was 
not practical, and he asked him to join 
getting a statement from the Minister of 
Education. 

Mr. E. H. Alton said that the secondary 
teachers had very few friends. He wel- 
comed Deputy Gorey amongst them, 
and said that the deputy had made 
a very good case.

Professor Magennis said that he joined 
with Deputy Alton in deprecating the pro- 
cedure of referring back this estimate. What 
they all wished was a promise—a declara- 
tion—on the part of the Minister of Finance 
of something in the nature of a supplementary 
grant, It was merely in that sense that he 
opposed the amendment. 

ir James Craig said that he desired to sup- 
port the appeal for better financial conditions 
for secondary teachers. No good _ results 
could be got without first-rate teachers, and 
first-rate teachers could not be got without 
giving them first-rate pay. If the profes- 
sional status were to be maintained the 
proper training should be given. Sar James 
also pleaded for the better equipment of 
secondary schools for the teaching of scientific 
subjects. 


MINISTER’S SPEECH. 


Professor MacNeill, Minister for /¢ducation, 
whose remarks were almost inaudible to the 
Press, pointed out that when the estimates 
were being drawn up the country was being 
subjeeted to loss at the rate of £71,000,000 a 
week.

| Miss Maureen Crowley, who was discovered 
on Thursday night tied to a lamp-post in 
| Templeogue, Co. Dublin, and who was re- 
moved in an “unconscious condition. to’ the 
Meath Hospital, Dublin, was able yesterday 
to throw light on the extraordinary attack’ of 
which ‘she was the victim.

PRICES KEEP FIRM. 


A singularly dull week came to an end last 
night without any noticeable expansion of 
business being experienced in the Miscellaneous 
and Industrial) markets. Nevertheless, the 
tone became slightly more cheerful towards 
the close, owing to professional bear closing.

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AN INNOCENT EINFRINGER. 


Before the Master of the Rolls yesterday. 
the action Nicholson v. Afcher came on for 


hearing. he 
Plaintiff who is patentee of an invention, 
entitled ‘‘ Improvements in and relating to 
the frames bodies of motor cars,” which 
was issued in 1913, claimed an injunction re- 
straining defendant from using or disposing 
of cars which infringe the patent; for selling 
or offering for sale or advertising such cars 
for and for damages for infringement, 
and such further relief as to the Court 
might seem fit. oe , 
e statement of claim set out that the 
defendant, Thomas Archer, carried on business 
as á motor and general engineer, motor 
proprietor, and vendor and agent, with 
premises at Amiens street and New Wopping 
street, Dublin. He was importing and offer- 
ing for sale cars known as the “A.V.,” which 
were made and sold by Ward and Avery, of 
“ager ey 
patent, and defendant had frequently adver- 
tised this car in the Irish papers. Defendant, 
it is charged, “sen dy though called upon to 
desist, and plaintiff asked for an inquiry 
anto the sashes of cars sold, and how many 

were at present in his possession or control. 
The .defendant denied that he carried on 
business as a motor engineer and agent for 
the sale of cars; stated that he was a cement 
agent and engineer and contractor, and had 
never purchased cars for the purpose of re- 
sélling them; that he had purchased two 
A.V. cars, which were delivered in Dublin. 
He admitted that the body of the A.V. cars 
was an infringement of the patent, but he had 
no knowledge of the matters in wet 
3; the plaintiff had suffered no damage; he 
had not been aware of the existence of the 
letters patent; and said that £20 would be 

sufficient to satisfy the claim for damages. 
Mr. Herbert Wilson, K.C., and Mr. Poole 
(instructed by Mr. C. H. wenroche) appeared 
for the plaintiff; and Mr. Leonard, K.C.; Mr. 
Overend, K.C.; and Mr. Hewitt (instructed by 
Messrs. Orpen and Sweeney) for the defendant. 
His lordship found for the defendant on 
the ground that he was an inhocent infringer. 


COUNTY LIMERICK PROBATE 
SUIT. 


In the Chancery Court, before Mr. Justice 

Dodd, in the matter of the estate of Patrick 
Taylor, late of Ballyphilip, Croom, County 
Limerick, deceased, 
" Mr. Comyn, K.C., with whom was Mr. 
Michael J. Ryan (instructed by Mr. Roger 
Fox), applied on behalf of Margaret Murphy, 
a sister of the deceased, for leave to apply 
for, and obtain, a grant of administration of 
the estate of the deceased, the property con- 
sisting of 40 acres of land, with cattle and 
stock thereon. 

John Taylor, a brother of the deceased, and 


Padministrator of the father of the deceased, 


also applied for a grant. The brother John 
was in possession of the land of the deceased, 
who died on March 23, 1923. In his affidavit, 
John Taylor said that he went, into possession 
for the pu af protecting the assets. Both 
Margaret Murphy and John Taylor claim 
adversly to the estate of Patrick Taylor, 
because each alleged that they had a claim to 
a distributive share of the father’s assets, as 
well as to the assets of Patrick. 

Mr. Comyn; K.C., said that Margaret 
Murphy should get a grant because John 
Taylor, who had gone into possession, was an 
accounting party. 

Mr. Justice Dodd said that in the regular 
course Join Taylor, who was administrator 
of the estate of his father, Joseph Tay!or, 
who died on April 22, 1898, would be the 
proper person to get a grant of administra- 
tion to Patrick, so as to sep the legal estate 
in the same person. The only objection was 
that, inasmuch as he was in possession, he 
was 4n accounting party. 

Mr. Holmes (instructed by Messrs. P. T. 
Liston and Co.), who appeared for John 
‘Taylor, said that it was quite obvious that 
the estate would have to be administered in 
Court, and undertook tp do so. ; 

Mr. Justice Dodd said that in that case it 
was a proper order to let John take out a 
grant, and let Margaret issue’ a summons for 
wdministration. Hig lordship made an order 
tnat John should pay Margaret her costs of 
the proceedings, and that his own costs should 
come out of the estate.

A MISSING JOURNALIST.

He was then about 40 years of age, 
and, no doubt, was suffering from the effects 
of the motor accident, Subsequent to his dis- 
pearance the Rev. Father Nestor was in- 
formed that about a month after it a letter 
was received from Mr. O'Reilly from some-

COUNTY LOUTH INSURANCE 
CASE. 


In Court No. 4, Dublin Castle, yesterday 
afternoon, before Mr Justice Pim, Mr. 
Serjeant Hanna, with whom was Mr. James 
Geoghegan. (instructed by Mr. Michae! 
Hearty), said that he wished to mention a 
matter, which was urgent. His client, Mr. 


John Kangley, J.P., of Dundalk, Co. Louth, 


had a fire policy of insurance from the Nor- 
wich Union Insurance Company, which 
covered certain premises of his at Ballinlough, 
Co. Louth. The premises were destroyed by 
fire on 29th September last year. Since then 
Mr. Kangley’s solicitor had been endavouring 
to get either payment of insurance or steps 
taken to bring the matter to effective arbitra. 
tion. It now became necessary to bring the 
matter before the Court. An arbitration 
had been arranged for that day, and Mr. 
Kangley had witnesses present at the ex. 
pense of £60. No one appeared there for 
the insurance company, and he (counsel) could 
do nothing further without having a submis- 
sion to arbitration in the policy made a rule 
of Court. He would ask to have the sub- 
mission in the policy of 14th August, 1922 
made a rule of Court. He asked his Jord.

In the King’s Bench Division yesterday, be- 
fore Mr. Justice Pim, in the cases of Monaghan 
County Council v. James M‘Bennett, of Kin- 
negan, Castleblayney, and same v. Patrick 
Byrne, of Cloughvalley Lower, Carrickma- 
cross, rate collectors, in which the former was 
sued for £2,082 15s. 3d., and the latter for 
£4835 ás. lid. in respect of rates which. it 
was alleged, they had failed and refused to 
collect for the Council, 

Serjeant Hanna, who, with Mr. Vincent 
Rice (instructed by Messrs. R. E. Bailie and 
Co.), appeared for the defendants, applied for 
an order directing the plaintiffs to give further 
and better discovery. e two actions were 
brought under these men’s bonds, entered into 
in 1918, performance of which was secured by 
an insurance company, in respect of rates not 
collected and lodged for the years 1920-21. 

In their defence the defendants alleged that 
the County Council had repudiated the Local 
Government Board and had rendered it im- 
possible for them to collect the rates: and 
they also submitted that under the provisions 
of an agreement with the Council they were 
only to collect what rates they could collect, 
and were not to be under any further liability. 

The County Council had already made dis- 
covery of documents, but the defendants, 
Serjeant Hanna said, alleged that several im- 
portant documents had not been delivered, 
particularly the minutes of the County Coun- 
cil for the years mentioned, and the corre- 
spondence with the Local Government Board. 
with the Local Government Department of 
Dail Eireann, the Hibernian Bank, the in- 
surance company, and the rate collectors for 
the year 1920. He submitted that they were 
entitled to have discovery of these documents 
so far as they were relevant to their defence. 

Mr. Lavery (instructed by Mr. 
Murphy), for the County Council, said the 
plaintiffs had nothing to conceal, and they 
were prepared to give inspection of the doeu- 
ments mentioned without prejudice to any 
gue:” Sn of privilege that might ve raised at 
the trial. 

Mr. Justice Pim granted the application, 
and made an order directing that a supple- 
mental affidavit of discovery should be made 
on behalf of the plaintiffs setting out the 
documents mentioned.
